WILL LABOR TODAY 


Holiday To Be Just Mon- 
day for City Fathers; 
Routine Matters To Be 
Considered. 


I.abor Day for city council members 
promises to be that literally, rather 
than in the festive sense, for while 
the majority of the populace is en- 
joying holiday diversions, city council 
will be in regular session, disposing of 
a mass of routine matters. 

The only foreseen matters of gen- 


eral interest will be the request of 
Councilman James I. Wells, chair- 
man’ of the traffie committee, for a 
revision and standardization of city 
speed laws, and a resolution to be of- 
fered by Councilman Joseph FE. Ber- 
man, seeking reduction of bus fares 
for school children. 

Mr. Wells, in seeking standardiza- 
tion and definition, will point out that 
present laws set 20 miles an hour as 
the limit for the eongested area, 25 
miles within the fire limits and 30 
miles elsewhere in the city. His point 
will be that few drivers know what 
may be regarded as the “congested” 
area and few know the fire limits.

BIG SHIP SAILS 
EARLY SUNDAY. 

Lakehurst, N. J.. September 1.— 
(P)-—The Graf Zeppelin sailed back 
to Germany today and Dr. Hugo Eck- 
ener, the mah who piloted it around 
the world, stood quietly on the ground 
and wate it go. 

It was a curious parting, this first 
separation of the man and the ma- 
chine which have shared so many ad- 
ventures, for to those who watched 
it seemed that of the two it was the 
machine which showed the greater re- 
luctance.

That he would 
be a chief magistrate of high honor, 
lofty ideals, and patriotic consecra- 
tion, scarcely anyone, political ally 
or enemy, would presume to doubt. 

In the present condition of na- 
tional affairs and the foreshadowed 
aspect of future politics to charac- 
terize the two major parties, it 
would be in the nature of an ir- 
reparable subtraction from the 
forces of the democratic party to 
lose the services of Senator Walsh 
in the senates of the next six years 
following March 4, 1931—not to 
speak of the’ loss to the country. 

The hope will be felt ty many 
millions of Americans that Montana 
will keep in the senate a representa- 
tive of such personal probity, 
clarity of conduct, and power in po- 
litical science as is Senator Walsh. 


FROM FARM TO TOWN. 


The advisory committee on the. 
census has decided that the enumer- 
ators of the population will also 
gather information concerning the 
migration from rural districts to 
the city. That information col- 
lected nation-wide should be of 
much value to those who are con- 
cerned in problems of the farm 
and means for making farm life at- 
tractive enough to keep enough ex- 
pert agriculturists employed to in- 
sure a full supply of farm products 
for our American people. 

The thought of this country ever 
being compelled to import, as 
many other countries have to do, 
the supplies that can be abundantly 
produced on our own lands for ten 
times our present population is one 
that good Americans continue to 
repel. Yet, in some phases, such 
importations already enter into our 
present farm problem. 
and Florida, and other areas near 


to our seaboards are protesting the}. 


coming in to the United States of 
more than 2 billion dollars of agri- 
cultural products from 
countries, too much of which vol- 
ume is competitive with home 
products. ; 

It is not likely, however, that 
such importations have any effect 
to cause migration from farms to 
the cities and towns. There are 
other more visible and understand- 
able causes, such as the unprofit- 
able prices of farm products due to 
oversupply, to restricted purchas- 
ing power in foreign markets, and 
to the high prices the farmers have 
to pay to the protected makers of 
the goods, wares and machinery 
they have to buy. Those are the 
elements of the farm relief prob- 
lem now on the boards. 


But there are other causes of 
the ex-farm movement which have 
been proved and catalogued. The 
great growth of industrialism in 
towns and cities, with increased la- 
bor demands caused by the dras- 
tie restriction of labor immigration,

My hard-boiled fffeas are ° gone. 
These citizens of the United States 
have gone out to China in good faith, 
representing our business and extend- 
ing our trade. Some time we will 
need the trade these people are get- 
ting for us. They are our flesh and 
blood, and when they are in danger 
w> must protect them, regardless of 
the cost. 

We can’t ask them to pack up their 
bags and come home at the first sign 
of trouble, Everything they own is 
out there. If they left hurriedly at 
the first indication of possible diffi- 
culty they would not only lose all 
their earthly possessions but the con- 
fidence and esteem of the Chinese. 


Whatever trade they have built up 
by their efforts would be lost to us. 

Then quiet was restored and they 
returned they would find that the 
other foreign nationals; who had re- 
mained, protected by their troops, had 
gobbled up all the trade, and the 
Americans would have to start anew. 

Other of our citizens are out there 
as missionaries; they are spreading 
the gospel of Christ, teaching’ the 
Chinese the fundamentals of our edu- 
éational methods and aiding them in 
the work of health and sanitation. We 
eannot ask them to leave at every 
sign of danger, they have the confi- 
dence of the Chinese people and they 
must remain behind, regardless of 
the danger, to keep that confidence. 
So every once in a while we read 
that in some far interior post, a 
thorsand miles from where our troops 
are stationed, another missionary has 


been murdered by bandits. 


A Courageous Missionary. 

But these missionaries will not 
come to a safe haven when we ask 
them. I remember a missionary who 
suited me right dewn to the ground. 
I think he would have 4nade a great 
marine. He had a mission way out 


‘in the interior and he came in to 


Tientsin one time for supplies. He 
told me he was the only American 
in the entire province. I informed 
him that we had no way of protect- 
ing him if trouble should start, and 
asked him to come to Tientsin or 
Shanghai where he would be safe. 
“Come in out of that. place,” I 
urged him. “All you are leaving be- 
hind is your hut. Come into Tient- 


‘sin or Shanghai, where we can pro- 


tect you. The storm will soon be 


over and you can go back.” 

He looked at me and said: “I am 
spreading the doctrine of Christianity 
and 1 am doing it in the same way 
Jesus did, and I don’t recall that he 
had a bodyguard.

Gunboats of the _ allied wers, 
which were lying in the Yantzo- 
Kiang, “The River Son of-the Sea,” 
shelled the city, while relief columns 
under cover of the friendly barra 
rescued the several hundred forei os 
who had sought refuge with the 
ny Company during the terrible days 
of rioting. 

At the same time the situation.in 
Shanghai, the most important port in 
central China, with its thousands of 
Europeans, Japanese and Americans, 
and the concentration or refuge point 
for foreigners for the entire. area, 
was also fraught with danger. 

March 21 the nationalist army had 
occupied the city, and the residents 
of the international settlement and 
the French concession were fearful of 
outbreaks similar to that of Nanking. 
Twenty thousand allied troops, in- 
cluding the 1,300 men of the Fourth 
regiment marines, were on constant 
guard in the concessions lest mobs of 
uncontrolled and undisciplined troops 
break through the lines and sack and 
plunder, attack and kill. 


On the evening of the day I reached:

Roads To Co-operate on 
Movement; Georgia An- 
nounces Program. 


Transportation is the biggest 
problem to solve with refer- 
ence to plans for the University 
of Georgia-Yale football game 
to be played in Athens Octo- 
ber 12 and every railroad run- 
ning into Athens is co-operat- 
ing to make rail travel the saf- 


est and most convenient. 
Already several specials have been 


booked solid and others are being book- 
ed as rapidly as they are being made 
up, it was learned from railroad offi- 
cials. 

Officials of the Georgia railroad in 
conjuction with the Central of Geor- 
gia railroad will operate several spe- 


cial trains from Atianta to Athens. 
The specials will be handled by the 
Central from Madison, Ga., and will 
be parked within 150 yards of the 
staduim, where passengers will detrain, 
eliminating any taxi or other trans- 
portation problem while in Athens. 
The ‘specials will leave Atlanta be- 
tween 8:30 and 9:15 o'clock and will 
maintain a 24-hour schedule. 

- Following is a letter from Joe P. 
Billups, telling of the service to be 
offered by the Georgia road in con- 
junction with the Central of Georgia: 

“The transportation problem of han- 
dling the thousands of football fans 
from Atlanta, and ether points in this 
territory, to Athens, on October 12, for 
the Georgia-Yale game, is a huge un- 
dertaking. 

“It is not a question of competition 
between the rail carriers in the han- 
dling of this traffic but is a question 
of all lines co-operating, to the fullest 
extent, with the University of Geor- 
gia Athletic Association in providing 
adequate train service from Atlanta 
to satisfactorily handle the crowds. 

“There probably hasn’t been a move- 
ment, from Atlanta, within the past 25 
years, that has required as many spe- 
cial trains as this movement. will and 
it will be the purpose and desire of 
the railroads to provide the best ac- 
commodations possible for this occa 
sion, 

“It has been pointed out that from 
a standpoint of safety and conven- 
ience train service will be preferrable, 
account of the congested highways, 
road hazards, unsatistactory road con- 
ditions, reckless drivers and limited 
parking facilities for automobiles in 
Athens, 

“The Georgia railroad, in conjunc- 
tion with the Central of Georgia rail- 
way, will operate several special trains 
from Atlanta to Athens, leaving At- 
lanta between 8:30 a. m. and 9:15 
a. m., central time. A schedule of 
2 hours and 30 minutes will be 
maintained between Atlanta and Ath- 
ens, in each direction. Several of these 
special trains will be composed of all 
Pullman cars for seat accommodation, 
while other will be solid coach equip- 
ment, 

“These special trains will be han- 
dled by the Central of Georgia rail- 
way from Madison, Ga., to Athens, 
and will be parked at Athens within 
150 yards of the stadium, where pas- 
sengers will detrain, which will, of 
course, eliminate any taxicab or other 
transportation problems. 

“Athens is expecting 40,000 persons 
for this game, and the feeding of these 
visitors is one of her largest problems. 
With this in mind, the Georgia rail- 
road has arranged with Harold Hagan, 
president of the Pig ’n Whistle Com- 
pany, of Atlanta, to provide refresh- 
ments on every one of the special 
trains both going and returning. The

Bobby has an edge on the field, 
but don’t forget that the field is the 
most brilliant ever and anything can 
happen, especially with George Voigt, 
Phillips Finlay, Cyril Tolley and the 
balance of the stellar 31 contestants 
who will win match-play ratings in 
the qualifying play which starts to- 
morrow. . 

George Voigt is going to be one 
dangerous golfer in the championship 
and if Jess Sweetser continues to hit 
the back of the cup there will be 
some early round upsets in the- cur- 
rent event, 

Anything can happen in an 18-hole 
match. I found that out last year and 
Bobby had two narrow escapes, s0 
you can reckon on those first two 
matches being the most hard fought of 
the week. In a 36-hole match you 
have a chance to rectify mistakes, but 
slips are costly over the shorter route, 

Without exception the entrants 
have become enthusiastie over the Peb- 
ble Beach layout, but it is a tough 
and pleasing test and one that is very 
just—the kind of course that rewards 
accuracy and boldness and oftentimes 
the two do not go together.

New York, September 1.—It is now 
an old story that tke federal reserve 
hast. lost control of the money market 
because 94 per cent of the require- 
ments of the stock market are being 
financed with call money against 70 
per cent in other days, with 55 per 
cent of the total of $6,000,000,000 
brokers’ loans for this federal re- 
serve district alone furnished by 
“others,” meaning individuals _ and 
corporations over which the federal 
reserve has no control. 

1t is being’ realized now, more 
every day. that investment trusts 
raising enormous amounts of mone 
daily through the sale of their stoc 
to the eager public are a powerfu 
factor in the call money market as 
well as in the stock market. 

It was learned this week that at 
least two large investment trusts are 
now withdrawing funds from the call 
money market to purchase stocks. Of- 
ficials of these trusts explained in 
talks with friends that the call money 
market is now not only less attrac- 
tive than it has been, but that the 
stock market offered opportunities to 
make a larger profit in one day than 
could be made in a year by employ- 
ing funds in the call money market, 
adding that they were prépared to 
switch to European securities when 
our own domestic stocks get’ too 
high. . 

There wis evidence thig week that 
individuals as weil as . inyestment 
‘trusts were switching from indus- 
trials to rails.. There are two good 
reasons for this. 

New Uigh Record. 

One reason is foufd by analyzing 
the make-up of the new high price for 
all time just made at 300.14 in the 
average price of 50 representative 
stocks, half rails and half industrials.

How- 
ever, the managers of some invest- 
ment trusts anc some individuals are 
now switching from industrial to rail- 
road shares because it is believed that 
the difference between the earning 
power of unregulgted industrial com- 
panies and regulated railroads has

Investment trust and individuals 
switching from industrials to rails 
feel that the increasing. earnings of 
the railroads are hot generally appre- 
ciated.

Gross earnings of the railroads for’ 
the last six months of the year are 
always better than for the first half.

For the first half of 1928, 
for example, net earnings footed ‘up

months, the figures were $722,000.- 
000. With gross this ‘year reflecting 
the largest volume of general trade 
in peace times, more should be saved 
from gross for net. 

Earnings -Nearly Lost. 


During and- after the war, when 


the railro:zds were being operated by 
the government as one system with 
the government prying a- guaranteed 
rental, th. ‘operating ratio of the rail- 
roads went so high that net earnings 
were nearly wiped ovt.

1921 it was 82.7 per cent of gross:

it was 76.13 per cent: for 1925 it 
was 74.10 per cent: for 1926 it was 
73.15 per cent. The next year, 1927, 
saw an increase to 74.5 per cent. 
Last year, however, 1928, the operat- 
ing ratio was down to the lowest 
since pre-war days. For the [first 
half of this year the operating ratio 
was 73 per cent of gross but for the 
whole vear it is likely to be, below 
192:. Sinee the St. Louis and O’Fal- 
lon railroad test case decision was 
handed down’ by the supreme court 
in May, favoring the, railroads, the 
railroads have made further decided 
progress in reducing the operating 
ratio and. hence in saving more gross 
for net.

Best Explana 

This is the best explanation of the 
apparent equipoise in prices that can 
be given. The published averages of 
stock market prices have again ad- 
vanced to new highs, and considering 
commodity prices as a whole the net 
change has not been important. 

A Cleveland bank has exposed the 
incompleteness of the stock averages 
by pointing out that of more than a 
thousand issues listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange 614 were actual- 
ly lower in price on August 21 than 
on January 2, while only 388 were 
higher. It is likewise true that. al- 
most half of the various groups of 
stocks classified according to indus- 
tries are nearer to the year's low 
prices than they are to its highs. 

These are ‘not the characteristics of 
a bull market as usually defined and 
the facts thus presented are. some- 
what sobering in their implications. 
But as long as most of the best known 
and active stocks are advancing noth- 
ing seems to disturb confidence, and 
the business outlook at the end of 
August holds promise of record trade 
during the autumn and holidays, al- 
though industrial production is pret- 
ty sure to lag behind the exception- 
ally high levels of the first half year.

was surprised last week when It woke 
up one meruing and found that the 
northwest had built up almost over- 
night a bank merger which included 
87 banks in Minnesota, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota and Montana, 
with combined assets of over $350,- 
000,000. The banks were headed by 
the executive officers of the First 
National banks of St. Paul and Min- 
nea polis. 

“The most important and far-reach- 
ing bank merger which has occurred 
this year,’ one New York banker 
said to me. “It begins to show us 
where American banking is going. 

In this case of the First Bank Stock 
Corporation of Minneapolis and St. 
Paul, the holding company which is 
to control all these banks and others 
which it will add later. absorbed 
powerful banks in scores of important 


cities in four different states. 


If strong unit banks in four states 
are available, why not other banks 
in five, or ten, or thirty, or forty- 
eight states? In, other words, what is 
more logical than a billion or a fivé 
billion dollar holding company Which 
will absorb banks all over the nation? 

For years bankers in the northwest 
have seen their deposits drained into 
e*ntral banks in the larger cities. With 
the develepment of the chain store, 
and other lines of national produc- 
tion and distribution headed largely 
in New York, the middle west saw 
that something had to be done to 
maintain its own financial and bank- 
ing independence. 

At first a loose tie-up was effected 
by the First National of St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, but it was soon that 
the movement had te go much fur- 
ther. The First Bank Stock - 
tion is the first attempt, outside of 
California, to bring together the pow- 
erful economic forces of one section 
ef the country into a benking com-

Now turn to the east, where work 
is proceeding on a merger of the Old 
Colony Trust Company and the First 
National Bank of Boston.
